AND TRANSPORTATION 

MASS MEETING 


Development Association Actively at Work 
to Better Conditions in San 
Mateo County. 


An important mass meeting under 
the auspices of the San Mateo County 
Development Association was held in 
the city hall at San Mateo last Tues¬ 
day night. There was a large attend¬ 
ance of citizens from difl'erent sections 
of this county, including many from 
San Francisco. 

Previous to the mass meeting the 
board of governors held a session and 
heard reports from several sub-com¬ 
mittees. 

Some discussion prevailed as to 
which was the better way to advertise 
the resources of San Mateo county—by 
billboards or in the newspapers in 
San Francisco. 

Action in the matter was laid over 
until next Tuesday night’s meeting 
of the board ef governors. 

Chairman H. N. Royden of the rail¬ 
roads and transportation committee 
made an important report. He stated 
that an informal conference had been 
held with the state board of railroad 
commissioners when the question ol 
railroad discrimination against the 
Peninsula section in passenger rates 
was fully gone into. A formal meet- 
of the commission will be held in the 
county court house at Redwood City 
on Saturday, September 2d, when a 
hearing will be given to the develop¬ 
ment association on the quest! >n of 
single lares und commutation rates 
on the Southern Pacific railroad down 
the Peninsula. 

The session of the board of governors 
then merged into a highway mass 
meeting to discuss the question of ob¬ 
taining a state highway through 
this county south from San Francisco 
and the building of a highway from 
the San Francisco county line down 
the bay shore through this city to a 
junction w ith the present Mission road 
in San Bruno ai d another one'down 
the coast side of the county under a 
bond issue. 

YV. J. Marlin of this city opened the 
highway discussion and said that San 
Mateo county is big enough to com¬ 
mand the best of highways. He sug¬ 
gested that immediate efforts be made 
to bond this county to build modern 
highways down the bay shore and 
coast side independent of a state high¬ 
way. 

E. E. Cunningham of this city said 
that the law providing for the fin,000,- 
000 to build state highways specifical¬ 
ly states that one of the main higli- 
• ways shall traverse the Sacramento 
and Han Joaquin valleys and the 
other through the coast counties of the 
state It would only be a forced con¬ 
struction of the law to declare that 
counties on the east side of the bay 
were coast counties. 

Leslie Burks of the Automobile Club 
of California said the first thing to do 
is to convince the state highway com¬ 
mission thatone of the main highways 
should extend from Han Francisco 
through this county. He suggested 
that the members o:' the cjmmission, 
including Governor Johnson, be invit¬ 
ed to come to t his count v and shown 


the necessity of a state highway being 
located here. 

T. D. Boardman, representing the 
Merchants Association ot Han Fran¬ 
cisco, said the movement to obtain a 
state highway down the Peninsula 
w’ould receive the support of the mer¬ 
chants of Han Francisco. He suggest¬ 
ed that representatives from Han Fran¬ 
cisco, San Mateo, Santa Cruz, Santa 
Claia and Alameda counties get to¬ 
gether and formulate a plan for ob¬ 
taining a main highway down the 
Peninsula and a branch highway 
through Alameda county to San Jose. 

Mr. Kepnerof the Greater Han Fran¬ 
cisco Club, sai<l the highway law jus¬ 
tifies asking that a state highway be 
located in this section. He then told

: THE LIVES OF MAIL 
CLERKSiSAFEGUARDED 


The avocation of clerk in the rail¬ 
way mail service, only a short time 
ago considered precarious because of 
I the danger in case of a wreck, is now 
! a position that carries no greater 
; hazard than that incurred by a pas- 
' senger, where statistics recently com¬ 
piled show that a passenger on a rail- 
i road may ride for 200 years at 60 miles 
an hour without being killed. Parti¬ 
cularly on the lines of the Southern 
Pacific Company is this statement | 
true. On the first day of July, this 
year, every mail coach on the Southern ; 
Pacific that was not of steel construe-; 
tion was taken out of the service and 
today the mail clerks on the Southern 
Pacific ride in safety. 

In the economy of railroad manage¬ 
ment there are still a number of wood¬ 
en mail cars used, but they are simply 
the survival of the fittest, and will 
also soon be retired. But whenever 
used in connection with steel cars, they i 
are attached to the rear end of the 
train. 

Prior to the introduction of the steel i 
mail cars the lives of the mail clerks j 
were constantly endangered by being ! 
compelled to ride in wooden cars, di¬ 
rectly behind t he locomotive wi th 
many hundreds of tons of heavy cars 
behind them, that in case of.,a wreck 
might Ji ava j telescoped^ the ilighter 
mail cars, crushedithem into kindling 
wood, and then frequently apply a fir# 
brand to the kindling, as has occurred 
at some bad wrecks. 

The Southern Pacific t ii ail clerks a re 
moreTat ease since the ■ cha n ge has 
taken place.' Now they are safeguard¬ 
ed. Their cars are built of armored 
steel. Over their heads is a steel ro d 
to which they can cling at the first 
intimation of a wreck and thus save 
themselves from shock or at the* least 
minimize it. The construction of the 
cars is.such that' they , can roll . over 
and over without danger of collaps ing 
or being telescoped, nor can they burn.

OLD PAPERS 


Mrs. F. A. Cunningham last week 
received from her grandfather, J. M. 
Crookhiun of Meadeville, Pa., a num¬ 
ber of old papers which were taken by 
great-great-grandfather Aaron 
Wright, bearing dates of 1786, 1805 
and 1826. Many interesting news 
items are noticed, regarding the Colo¬ 
nies at that time. Accounts of Indian 
massacres, advertisements for bond¬ 
ed slaves who escaped from their 
debtors and advertisements of parties 
wishing to do carding and spinning. 
I n one is an article written by Napoleon 
Bonaparte from the Isle of Elba, de¬ 
fending his actions in the Russian and 
Italian invasions, also a number of 
articles defending the newly adopted 
constitution of the United States. One 
copy contains a number of political 
cards of candidates for various ofiices 
in Crawford county, Pa. These papers 
were subscribed for by Aaron Wright. 
Mrs. Cunningham’s great-great-grand¬ 
father, who was a young man during 
the Revolutionary War and who 
fought with l’erry on Lake Champlain 
in 1812, the old flintlock he carried at 
the time still being owned by his rela¬ 
tives. 

Among other family papers is an 
old leather-covered bible with the 
family record of 1775 and is bound in 
the old style solid leather, the old 
style type and spelling being used. 

In one paper of 1805 a real estate ad¬ 
vertisement appears setting forth the 
advantages of the Allegheny river as 
a line place for mills; also an account 
of the erection of a mill for the manu¬ 
facture of copper household utensils, 
staling they will be made to order with 
dispatch. The De Vores, of which 
Mrs. Cunningham is a descendant, at 
one time owned a great part of Lite 
present site of Fitlsburg which was 
given them as a grant by the French 
Government.
